In the following lists we have made a 
selection, under different headings, of 
what we judge to be the more important 
books to be published this autumn. It 
is, of course, impossible to be confident 
in an estimate of books that have not yet 
appeared, and we make no claim for our 
selection beyond saying that it is founded 
on a careful examination of such announce- 
ment lists as have reached us, and that, 
by reason either of their authors or their 
subjects, most of the books we have 
included promise to be contributions of 
some value, or to merit at least the con- 
sideration of readers. The notes ap- 
pended to the books are based on in- 
formation with which the publishers have 
supplied us, and are in most cases simple 
descriptions of their contents. Specialist 
students will be sure to find omissions. 
In some cases these are due to the fact 
that some publishers’ lists have not yet 
reached us or have come too late, in others 
to the impossibility of forming a clear 
notion of the contents of the book from 
the information supplied. 

Even the most cursory examination of 
such lists suggests a comparison with 
those issued in the days before the War. 
One result of this comparison is a belief 
that, after three years of something like 
disorganization, publishing has now prac- 
‘tically recovered its poise. This is not to 
say that there are not striking differences 
between these lists and those of the vears 
preceding August, 1914. In the depart- 
ment of biography, for example, there is 
anotable absence of the type of book which 
depended for its vogue on a suggestion 
of scandal or a thinly veiled appeal to the 
prurient. On the other hand, this season 
is particularly rich in biographies and 
memoirs that promise to be of real value. 
This promise has been fully redeemed, 
as we go to press, in the case of Sir Charles 
Dilke’s biography; and the reminiscences 
of Lord Morley, Swinburne’s collected 
letters, and several books of nearly equal 
importance give a special interest to the 
announcements that appear under this 
heading. 

Another effect of the War, besides 
this purging of much that was worthless, 
is the marked increase in the number of 
volumes of verse. To say nothing of the 
newest schools, who flaunt their banners 
with a defiance only equalled by the 
rapidity with which they give place to 
their successors, actual experience of war 
has brought a number of our younger 
poets to something like full expression. 
The amount of verse penned in the 
trenches is bewildering in its extent and 
variety. But when all is said, the fact 
remains that our young soldier poets 
have, as a whole, achieved a level of 
excellence that is decidedly remarkable. 
There is probably more verse produced 
to-day, and of higher technical merit as 
‘well as of deeper inspiration, than at any 





past period in our history. How far this 


is due to a quickening of the national 
mind we do not venture to say. At all 
events, publishers have not been slow to 
recognize that the public are more recep- 
tive to poetry than they used to be, 
and to keep up with the output of verse 
has become something of a tax even upon 
willing readers. In many cases, these 
slim volumes have the pathetic interest 
that they are the last as well as the first 
fruit from young trees. 

Upon fiction, too, the War has set its 
mark. The English novel is a peculiar 
institution, and has become a recognized 
vehicle for moral and political teaching 
as well as a form of art or of simple dis- 
traction. With a majority of our novelists, 
perhaps in response to what they believe 
to be the demand of their readers, the 
aim has been to make of fiction a form 
of relief from mental strain. This attitude 
may not be very commendable, but it 
was certainly to be expected. Readers 
who live in the state of tension and 
anxiety which the War makes inevitable 
turn to fiction as a relief, and it is perhaps 
for this reason that the short story, 
particularly the humorous short story, 
has leaped into a popularity which it has 
never enjoyed before. In this fourth 
year of the War, the amount of fiction 
already published and yet to be issued is 
considerably in excess of that in any of 
the preceding three years. For this, 
again, economic reasons count in some 
degree. Books are among the cheapest 
of luxuries, and the motives and exhorta- 
tions to diminish expenses are sufficiently 


compelling. 
One other feature of the autumn 
announcements deserves to be noticed. 


The discussion of the necessary measures 
of reconstruction in every department of 
our national life grows in volume and 
seriousness, and this discussion is re- 
flected in the publishers’ announcement 
lists as well as in our periodical literature. 
In this connexion we would draw atten- 
tion to a book to be published by Mr. 
Murray. embodying the opinions of a 
large number of representatives both of 
employers and workmen on the industrial 
problems that will demand _ solution. 
The altered position of women, too, is 
receiving the attention it deserves, but, 
oddly enough, although there is general 
expectation of far-reaching changes in our 
political life, these have not received any- 
thing like the amount of discussion ex- 
tended to the alterations that are anti- 
cipated in the industrial system. 

Finally, we think that publishers de- 
serve some appreciation for the way in 
which they have carried out their par- 
ticular service to the community under 
trying conditions. With depleted staffs, 
increased cost of all the raw materials 
that are necessary for books, a diminished 
supply of labour, and a doubtful prospect 
of profit on their ventures, they have, as 
a profession, shown an enterprise that 
claims the recognition of all who realize 
the part which books play in the full 
development of the commonwealth.
